Mvsotr of Elouthone m Attica workod at Atljoos in 
the first half of the fifth ooutnr/s.Oi Although ho hiull 
not eutirsly abandoDod the arobaio style (notablyi in liiej 
reoderiug of bairi Tliuy, B. N. xxxiv., 58)» ho was diatiu4 
guiehed fgv hie skill in roprosentlng life. Ilis power lay I 
partly in tho rondoring of vigcpTous juovomout In sculp 
taiSi ea in his athletic eUtuea, and partly in a resliutio 
imitation of nature, ss in his famone oow. 

Ko original works of hlyron aro extant. Uis beet 
knowD work, the Discoboloe, is prcAorved in oopioe, one 
of whioh is described below. Tho bronxo slutuotto of 
Marsyas in tbe Bronze Boom may be studied after a group 
of Atben4 and Uarsyas by Myron.

Tbs uulpturee of tbo l^rthenon illuatrste the utyls of 
Pboidios, tbs greatest of Greek sculptors. 

PatiDlAe, son of Cbemidos, the Athenisn, woe bora about 
fiOO s c. Ho wee a pupil of the sculptor AgelsdoB, of Argos, 
or, according to others, of Hegias or Hsgeaies, of Athens.

Tbo 
Arehitooi wu lutifioo, but tbo ooulpturol docontioao, «ad 
probably t ])0 dMig:i of tbo wgro pUnuod aud 

exwi tod under tlio ■upsrmUndunoe nS PJioidiu. Tbo build- 
iug VM probably bogun about &o. 447 (aooonliug to 
Miobaclio^ a a 454). 1 (waa en (Hcioiitly advAnood to roooi vo 
tlio KtAtuu of the rartbouoo to no. 498, ami v/dM piobably 
couiplotod «it](or tn that year or a littlo lalgi*. It atoml on 
the Aoropolu of Athene, oa a tito which bad boon alroody 
occupied by a mere aocioat temple, commonly supposed 
to bavo heoD an ancieut Partheooa, whiohwas burnt on 
tbeeaekbg of AtbenK by the Pereinui, d.c. 460. Ecoently, 
however, the foundations of an early toaiple have boon 
discovcivd between the ParthoDou and the Erochtboion. 
It bae boon thought that this ie the Pro-Porsian Puvthenon, 
and thut the Irooes of ati older foiiudatlon hrlow tltu 
mdstiag Partbenoa only dale from tbo tlmo iinuiediatuly 
following the reisjan wais. A bnildiog Is supposed to 
bare thoD boon begun, on a plan somewhat different fboiu 
that which was oari*iod out by lotiuos and Poiiolos. 

The Parthen(*n was of the li^rib o^lor of arohiteoturo, uii d 
WSJ of the form tai^mcd ^plfrel ocleut^U ; that ia to say, 
it wu surrounded by a oolonnade, wbiob bad eight ooluune 
at each ond. The arcbiteotural arraugoments can be bovt 
luarnt from the model, wbioh is eahibitod in the Elgin 
Room. 8ce also the plan (fig. 0.) and elevation (p!. iv.). 

'i'be principal ohamber (celle) within the ooloanade 
contained tbo ooloseal statue of Athene Farthonos (seo 
below, Noe. 80b'402). Externally the cella was decor¬ 
ated with a fi-l«e in low relief (see below, p. 145). The

ATAuItdd roofi which oorere^ t]»e cal 1ft alone. In conM' 
qucDca Cha friesa >niB axpoeod to tlia weather, ftnd the 
cut i)odimciJt wm much deetro^ad. Fiom 1300 to 1453, 
durioi: tho ))0i'iQd of the FiwiikUli Pukaeof Athens, the 
Pftrtheuoii wm ft lAtia oJmwh. Athcnii was taken by the 
Turks In 1453, and tlio Farthsaoii was optin an Orthodox 
Greek oburoh for two years. In 1400, howovor. it was 
oonvertad into a Tniklah moniuo. Kruni thin datu it 
proUhly WiiTorotl littlo until 1087, wlieu At! ions whk 
taken by tlio Vouotjaii Griioral, Uoruaiiii. In t)io cotiimj 
of a boinbanliiieiit of tho Aoi-optilii, tho iM sIegom nn^ 
oeoded in thiowing a Bh<»ll into a powder ini»enRhio in tho 
Partlionou, and caused an oxiUofdon that dosiioyod the 
roof and much of the long aidet of tlia building. Farther 
injuiy was dona by Uorosi))u who luaily an attampt to 
taka dowa the oontral groap of the west pediment, wlucl» 
was still nearly oompleto. 

Fortunately, vaay of tho sonlptnrss had boon dmwn | 
by a skilfnl artist before tlio oxplo^doai. In 1674 Jae^iucs 
CttiTOy, ft 2«iujteT in tha suita of tlio Jffti^uis do Nuintcl, 
French ambassador at the rorto,aaile Hkotchoa of huge 
portions of tho friesa and metopes, and of the then extant 
portions of tha padiaeotal oompositions. Those drawings 
are preserrad in the French Bibl'oth^quo Kationale, and ' 
are coostunlly referred to in diieussions of tJie rorthonoa ‘ 
sonlptures. 

In 1638 Athens was roilorod to tho Turku, and from 
thii date to the end of the last oentary the Boulpturos of 
the Parthenon ware exposed to oonsUnt injury. Some of 
them were made into Ume, or built into waUt by tho 
Turkieb garrieon; others were mutilated by the travellers 
who fS^in tiaio to tims obtained ad wirtion to tlia Aoropolis, 
and broke off portable frsgmenU of tlia soulptuvoa. 

In 1748, whan the west pedlmoni was drawn by Dalton, '■ 
many figures still remained in position which had dis- 
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appsared Isofora tba tima of Itonl Blpn. Soveral portiont 
fiL^ of tbo friosa» which wore oeea by Scuarti had ^ie* 
appeared at tho bogisnmg: of the preeeut oeatury. On 
tho othor baud, tho east pediment, being inaccoHible, 
euiToreJ no ini por lent change between 15?4 and I SCO. 

Ill tho yean 1801>8 many of tho eoulpturee of the 
raitbonon wore removed to England by the Eerl of Elgin, 
then BHtiah amhoeeadov at Constautiuoplo, by moan* of 
a ftVmen oltainod from the BoHo (ho p> C). TKo Elgin 
Oullootion, which fnaludoa othor marbles ohuinod from 
AtUvne and oluwhore, togothor with caste and drawings, 
waH pnrobiisod finm Lovd Elgin l^y tho BritUh Oovorumont 
in 1S18 for 0,000. Several iiortiooe of the aonlptuios 
of tlio Parthonuu havo boon discovoind eineo tho time of 
lord Elgin on tho Aoropulis and Ita elopoe, or iti ▼arious 
]>ftrte of Europe, to which they had boon takou l>y travoUere. 
Ihceo &TO loproeonted as far ae poeeiblo in the Brituh 
Mueoum by plaetor costs.

On her outstrotohed right hwid wu a wingod Victory, 
tiz f«4t high, bolding a wmtli.

Tho atatiio dieappoored fi«oi,i view with tho fall of 
j^iKnuiim.

Tho 
Lonorjuant sUWotte, No. ^Oi. though rough and inootn- 
plcto, ieof more talne for ita reodoriag of tho fe*£ur«e, 

'The ooluiua hananth tho hand of Athend (in No. 800) 
proeonlj eome difficulty, as it is not luoiitioned in deeorip- 
titmn of the etstue and wjl.Iem occure iu rc^pvedaoUons of 
it. It is soon in an Attic reliof (JI/iVAocii#, pL 15, fig. 7^ 
on a ]oa<l ticket {BniacUr./ur NwHifnialik, x., p. 352 ) and, 
in the form of an olive tree, on a Lyolaii com of tho 
tine of Alosandor (ZtiUchr. f&r Nam,, hw. c^; Murray, 
ii,, pi. 11). It is oem probable that an exlsDng lupport 
eliould be omitted in reliefs, than that it should be inserCod 
if aon^exietcDt. It is possible, however, that the eupport 
was not a part of tho design of Pheidias, but wsi an addi¬ 
tion, found W be neoessary l>ofore the time of Aloxander.

Abovo him aro 
three aimed Greeks, end the I’emains of another figure. 
On the loft of the figure deacribed os Pheldias is a Gi cuk 
who hoe fhllen on his kriece. Further to tho loft is a 
fallen Amazon (e) who lios with bci' howl towaids tbo 
lower edgo of the shield. Near Lor is a woundc<l Amawu 
(/) sapi>ort«d by a oompanion of whom but littlo roroaios. 
The lower part of a third figure, probably that of a Grook, 
is alee soen. All the Anazons wear high boots and a short 
oluton, leaving the right breast exposed; thoir woapoi 
is a double-headed axe, Bod colour rem&iDS on tho two 
serpents which enoirclo tho Gorgon’s head, on tho shield 
of one of tho Orooks aud in soverul places on tho draperies.

U; ft oiogle oecfval figar» of Zour, bocU as ii i‘oquii«d, if 
v'OBuppoBO rbnt th« aubjoot tvor troutod accoiding to Uio 
tradition of tlio vu$ poiaUrs. It u farther sliotvo to be 
probaUe that Zoui was Bcatod on tho loft of tho oentro, 
mn (n profilo usd tumod to tlio right, and tlmt Atlioud 
stood on tb« I’iglii of the ooutn, holding a spoar in her 
onUtretohod right hand. Tho wl)ole group hetwoon tho 
i^guro&Oand E ia ihonghti fVom the iiiditotionB on tho 
p^iiAOshto boTO oonaiatod of tho following figun'i, in 
crilor fyom tho loftStanding dgnio, stupplng lowardit 
(of. Hormca of tlio wcat peilhnvnt); atotidiiig figuro; 
aoatad figore in 2 >ro 6 ]o to tho rigiit; figara atonding 
immadiatedy babisd Zona; Zeua and Athoui; 0oplmo8toM 
(B); aoatad figure in profile to the loft; standing figinn; 
standing figure turned to the loft (J); atanding figure 
tamed outward (oomparo Gr). 

If W 6 COD fine our attention to the extant j>adiinoQtal 
figuree, we fisd wide diderences uf oiunioD oa to their 
iotorpretotioa. Tho figurea in tho angles 01*0 tho only 
ones as to whioh there oan be no doubt. On tho loft the 
auD'goil, Helioa^ rises fiom the ooeaQ, driviog Lis car, end 
on the right the moou-goddoae Selt:&& suta beneath iho 
borisoo. 

These two figurea nay be intorproted aa marking tho 
boundaHci aithor of Olympoa or of (bo univoreo. It has 
also boos aiiggeated that they indicate tho hour at whioh 
the birth took place. Tbia> accoi ding to Attic tradition^ 
was at euoruio. 

Tbna fer the iutoiprotation reato upon auro grounds. 
Of tho remainiag figurea in the pediment, J has boon 
generally recognised as Viotoiy greotisg tho nowly bora 
Ooddesa, and 0 has beau generally tsdcca fM In’a, 
announcing the news to the woj-ld (but ms below, 0 ). 
None of the I’amaicing figurea haTe been oouclnslvely

The action of this horse's bo&d is most 
ipiriled, though Its effect Is greatly impedred by tho lose 
of tbe lower Jaw, and tho injury whioh tlio surfooe of ibo 
rasrblo has received from exi>osMtc to tbe weather.

On this theory the positton of fignra G, 
if it roprosents Iris, would indloate that she is on the

On compering the oompofitiou of thle tried ^th ttat 
of the triad pieced next to Helioe in the cppoeite half of 
the pediment a ouTlona analogy of treatment may Do 
Tbe lo-celled Tlweeu. (D), liko lie reolmiDS 
flgnw (M), eeeae to be quite nnoourtimw of tho groat 
erent whioh ie being annonueea, and they 
M by law of attmotion to tho groups of Day and Ntgoe 
whioh bonnd the ecene on cilhor eidc. Tho eontral flguro 
on eitboi* triad eeeme only half arousod, while ou cither 
aide the ftguro nearest the central ao«on appoart to haro 
heard the news of the birth. If the triad near Soleni ftto 
tho Three Pales, aa Visconti and many of his snoceesors 
' hoTe snppceed. their place wmild more naturally be in ^ 
central part of the composition, or at least they nught be 
iwpposed to be more on the alert with respect to what was 
passing, By others it has bean signed that the plsoo 
of this tj iad in iratoodiate encoeesion to Solone, and tho 
direotion in which the figure noareet to tho unglo (h£) « 
turned, would point to some toythio connection botweoa 
these three figures and the Goddeei of tho Moon, Such a 
ocninection is suggseted by the names giTen to the group 
by Wslcker, who saw in them the three daughters of 
Ceorope, Aglanros, Here^h and Paadroeos, mythic impar* 
eonationi of the Dew, who ha^e a eoneplenous plooo in 
Attio legend, though raedrosoa alone of the three sooma to 
have been honoured with worship at Athens, The same 
desire to oonneot this triad with Seloab has led Brinn 
(Brr. d. k. haytr. Jiad. PMl Cly 1074, ii., p. lb) to 
see in them peraonlfioations of clouds.

WESTERN PEDIMENT OF THE PARTHENON. 

304. The sa1:ject of the weetorn pediment of the Fsrthenon 
according to FAnesulas (i., 2i, S) waa the strife of Poeoidoa 
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wiih for ihb Mil of Attioa. TLi» ccntMt» »o> 

cordiag 1o tr*dltioa, toolc pUco on tho Aoropobs ittelf 
Athooii on this ocowioHi fthowod h«r povu moltiDg 
tbe Mil pi’odnoo olivMrM; Poosidon, ttrilring tbo 
gronodwitb bia trid»nt» produced % ult apring* or, oo* 
oonllag to aknothoT and ]»tar Toraion, o horse. The 
victory in the ccutoat wu ndjndgod to Atheni. The spot 
where this donblo luireole took pUoo wu mnrked in raUo* 
qnent time* by the jant tomplo of EroahthoTia and Athend 
Poliea: within the prooincte which were tho aMrod olive- 
tn» produced by Athene, end tbe aadt eprlng of Poeeidon. 

Id tho tiu>e of Oerrey, the oompcation in th«a pediiooDt 
wee neerly porfeot, and to nndmtand the toraoi which 
remr^. reference should bs mods to Cerrey’e drawing 
(Pleto T., fig. 2), or to ths largo model of the PerthenOD. 
A few of tho early writers on the Parthenon (Spon, 
Woods, Lsslce, Websr) mistook the western pediment for 
that which contained ihs repreeentaUon of the birth of 
AtbenA If we omit the .arohsologista who were nnder 
this miaapprehensbo, we find that, while there is much 
diSexsnos of opinion sa to the identification of the single 
figures in the western pediment as drawn by Oarrey, it is 
generally admitted that tbe spaoe bounded by the reclining 
figures in the angles ropreaenta tbe Aoropclis between tho 
two rivers of Athens, and that the figures to the left of 
Atheni are AtUo deities or heroes, who would sympa* 
thiss actively with her in the oontast whioh is the 
subject of the pediment, while those to tho right of 
Poseidon are the subordinate marine deities whe would 
naturally bo present w tho snpportors of the Suler of 
tbe sea. The most intorseting diasentisut theory is that 
of Brunn (Bar. A k. &aycr. Aicad. Phil hiit. 01., 1874, ii., 
p, 28). By an ingenious but inconclusive series of argu* 
meuta he has endeavoured to show that ths west pedi¬ 
ment contains a personified representation of the whole 
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oout oe Attica, from lb© borders of Mogoris to Capo 
Senium. 

The gmt destmotiott of tho woatora peduneat ainco »t 
was Mon by Carroy may bavo been partly duo to tbo 
explosion during tbo fiogo, but was obiofly the work of 
tbo Voaotian Genorol Moroslu. After taking tbo Aero- 
pelis be tried to lower tba boms of tbe oar of Atbonb, but 
tbe tackle bo used bwke, and thie aiatobloes group fell to 
tbo ground. If tbe fragmentt hod been tbeu »lloot*l 
and put tocolber, rauoK of tliie bosutifol design nugUt 
bate been »v6d, but they roineiaod on tbo eiiot where 
they fell till after tho ootoblisbmont of tbo Grook kingdoin 
at Athene (18S8), when suob of them es wore oxUnt wore 
gatbewd np and placed » a magaane on tho Acropolis. 
Tbcy wore auboequontly moulded, and caoU of tbom are 
now oshibitod in tbo Elgin Boom. Botwaca the time of 
Moroeini end the middle of tbe loat oentury, whan 
r»olton drew tbe western pediment, tbe work of deetruc- 
tion bad been carriod uucb further. In tbo right wmg 
of tbe compoaitjou tbo figures N, 0, Q, S, T, aud ia tho 
loft wing only four fignrea, A, B, C, oad F (f) shown iu 
position on the pediment in Dalton’s Piste. In tbe inter* 
7oning middle space, two torsos are lying on the flwr of 
tbe pediment. One of tbeee is pcobebly tbe Poseidon; 
tbe other may be tbe flgnre marked H. On the ground 
below tbe pediment li« the body of a draped figure, per* 
heps Atheni, and a fragment which may belong to tbo 
Poeeidoa. 

All that remained in position in the weetero pedimeut 
when Lord Elgin's egeuM came to Athene .wore tho 
figure* B and 0 ia tbe north angle, sad in the south eagle 
the lower part of the reelinieg female figure W. Tho 
figures ere still in position, aud the west end of tbo 
Parthenon wa* therefore not touobed by Lord Elgin. The 
BiTW-god A end the torwa H, L, M, 0 were found under 
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tho nOTtb'^wt iitigle of tliO pediment, after taking down 
4 TnrWeli honee built ageioK the oolumns- The lowot 
part of a female figure Q niey aleo have been found on 
this epot. 

Aftor the Aoropolia pueed into the poeieuion of the 
Greek goverainout, the grooud round the Parthenon wae 
partly cleared of iu ruine, and this led to the dieooveiy, 
in iSfifi, of tho orouching male figure V and of many 
fragmente, among which are remeine of the honoe lowered 
by UoToeini. The scnlpturoe removed by Lord Elgin 
MO exhibited in eombination with eaete of the reinaine 
now et Athene. Iho doeoription that followe begiw from 
tho left or norlheni utgle of the pediment. 

304 A. llieeoa ICephieioe.—Tbie figure, reclining in tho angle 

of the pediment, is universally admitted to he a River-god, 
(cf.th© deecripliouby Pansaniaa (▼-, lO,7)'oftUo podimeutof 
the temple of Zone at Olympia). The figure is popularly 
known 44 the Iliesos, but it may represent tho Athenian 
Eephieeoe. According to Brunn's t^ographioel eoheme, 
it is a lees ^miliar Kephiseoe, near Bleuaia. This figure 
appears not to have suffered much aiaoe Carrey drew it 
It was etill in tlie pediment in Stuarfe tiwa but had 
been thrown down at the date of Lord Elgin'e raieeiou. 
Tho body, half reclined, reeU on tho loft arm. over whioh 
is the ond of an himetion, wbioh felle behind tho book 
in undulating lines, and is drawn up to the right huea 
As the bead and meet of the right arm are waatiDg, thoir 
action must be a natter of oonjeotnw; the general motion 
of the figure «eo« to indloate the moment of euddea 
traneition from repoee to action, and would be ooneiitont 
with the suppoeition that the bead was tum^ towards 
the oantral gwup* watching tho momonteoa iseue of the 
conteeb and that the River*^ was iu the act of nsmg, 
In thateoaae his right hand may have bean drawing 
forward the end of his himation over his right knee. 
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Tbie figun W been kmg wd dei6r7odly oelebr«tod for * 
tho porfdotion of vta ftc&tomy. In tlid front of tbo body, 
tbe flozibiUty of the ebdo&inel mueolce ie finely contreeted 
with tho etroog fraincworh of tho rlbe. Tho sapplo elutio 
obereoteT of the ekin ie here rendered with the eetao 
mieteryes in the borie’a heed of the outem pediment. 
At the beek loroe of tho eurfeoe bee roteisod ita origisel 
polieh. In tho nndnletbg Uiiee of the drapory, tho 
sculptor hee euooeoded in luggoetbg the idctt of flowing 
water without he^g tecouive to dirvot or conwiitional 
imitation. The ground on whioh tho figure teulinoe is ft 
vocV. The loft lutnd rceted on the bod of tho podimont. 

A drawing by Pan taken during bla visit to Athene in 
17G5-d6 (engraved Stuart» ii., chap. 1., pL 9)> shows part 
of the right forearm not ahown in Cerrey’e drawing, and 
. the outline of the four fingore of the left hand overlapping 
the edge of the pediment. A amall attribute, probably of 
marble, was attached to the floor of the pediment in front 
of the figure.

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\rhose )efe thigh rMojv«B the mein weight of bii My, 
which lea&a & little to tlio right, iwting on hie left heod. 
With him ie grouped ft femiile figure, who has thrown 
Jiereelf in haste oa both kueee, with ooe ortn rouad the 
neck of Lor ooapeniou. Her ectiea expreMH mirpriee ftt 
the event ooourriog in the centre of the i>o(1im«at,.to> 
wenU which ahe hu looked beck. She wwin n long chiton, 
ftud over it ft diploldion whioh felle below tlie girdle, 
ftud whioh hei ilipped fi‘Om the loft ehouldor, leaving the 
loft bioftst nod aide expoMcl. Her left arm, now ontirely 
woutisg, wee brokoa olT o UtUe below the aboulder at the 
date of Oarroy’a drawing. The male figure bia a mantle 
cast over bia lower limbs. Hla right arm, whioh wae 
hrvkan off below tho elbow in the time of Stuavt, is now 
roduood to a ictump. Tho ng]\t log and kneo and part 
of tho right thigh have also been loat since the time of 
Stuart It appears froui tbs statements of trsTellors (of. 
Miohaelia, p. 104) that tbcM figures lost their heads in the 
yeara 1603 and 1603. The ceiefol drawing of the group 
mode by Pars, and preesrved in the British Kuseum 
(Stuart, iL, ohap. I., pi. 0; Miohaelie. pi. fi g. 2), shows that 
the heads of both figuroe were turned tovb^arda the oeutral 
group, the head of the fsinole figuiu being, moreover, 
alightly iuolioed over the left ahoulder. lu this drawing 
the right arm of the male figuio is bent at a right aagla, 
tho upper part being nearly horizontal. On the ground 
between tho pair is a oonvox maas, whioh has been rooog* 
nised to bo part of tlio ooil of a large aerpent. The re- 
maiador of this aerpeut may be seen at tho back of the 
group paealag under the left hand of the male flgoro. In 
front of this bond the body of the aeq>ent teiminatea in 
a joint with a rooitsgnlar ilnklag, into whioK a fragment 
from the Klgin Oolleotion haa been fitted. (Jfua. Jfor&lee, 
Ti., p), 8, fig. 2-) 

This group has received variotu names. Spon and 
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Whaler took it to represent Hednen and Sabina, and 
their opinion was ropaated by Payne Enigbt. The ^np 
has al«o bean called Eeraolca and Hebi; Hepl^tea 
and Aphroditi. The asaooiation of the seipcat with the 
male flgurt baa led Miohaelie (p. 193) to roceguiw m 
him. Aeolepiot, in wbieh caae the female figure would 
naturally bo Hygioia, who ia oonatantly aimooiAted 
with the father of the healing art, and who waa wor- 
■hipped, fioajoiatly with Aeclepioa, in a alirino tho 
eouthem foot of the Athenian Acropolis. TLu boanioa 
head, too, of the m&lo figure, ee drA>viJ by Pal's, would 
wall accord with tlio typo of Asolepios. On tho othor 
hand, the eerpout in coaaeoUon with that doity is usually 
ooiJod round his staff, net winding slong the ground, 
as on the pediment The whole oompomtion of this 
serpent in relation to the kneeling male figuto rsthor 
suggsata the type of the earth-bom Ceorops, as has been 
maint^ed by a considerable number of archwcdogista. 
If we adopt this attribution, then tho female figure so 
mtiniatsly esaooiated with tho bearded figure in this 
•group 'would he ono of tho daughters of Oeetoi*, per¬ 
haps Paodrosos. %Jhe.topographieai i»leri>retatione 
gi Boettieher and Salamis) and 

^Ihseron and Pamea) there it no eTidanoe.

Of tbe three figUTea D. B, F, ealy one fragment, aov 
at Athene, hea beeu identified, representing t]\e left knee 
of e eeeted fignro, with the right hand of e boj reeUng 
on it, end thue eerreaponding with Cerray’e dinwing of 
the eeeted figure on whoee kneo the ho; Iihyeiehthon leats 
hie right head.' A out of this fregmeat U oxhibited in 
e ITeU-Cese (No. 850, 8). A ftegment. now at Athena 
with the diaper; on tho right aide of e figure Meted on e 
TOC^, hu been conjeoturell; eaeigned b; Mioboelis (pi 8, 
fig. 5) to figure P or A oeet ie exhibited, No. 598, 

Li Peltou’s drawing & draped female loreo, broken off 
at the Icneea, ia ploeod next to C, which Mioheelia 
(p, 161 ), cowjocturea to he tho remeine of P. Peltoa hen 
repreaonted thia figure with the ohiten eUpped down from 
the right ahoulder ao aa to ahow the right hreoat end 
side. But tho drawing by Pers showa nert to C a pert 
of a figure which accords toore with P aa drawn by 
Carrey.

Tbero ia no leeaon 
to doubt that the figure to which the arm belonged wee 
iu i>o«tion on the pediment when Pare drew it, and, if 
ao, Palton'i drawing muat be wholly iaaoourate ia wepeot 
to thia figure.

304 G. Next in order ia Oarto/e drawing ie the seated female 
figure (G), whe oott ea charioteer to Atheni, and who boa 
been generally roeogaiaed aa Nikk. The only fragment 
which can be attribnted with any proUbility to thia 
flgm ia the heed, obtained from Yenioo by Count de 
Laboide (No. 888,1)- A oaet ie exhibited ia the Elgin 
Boom. 

804 fl. HeTmee(f).—In the background, between the figure Q 
and the hereee, Carrey gi^ea a male figure (H), who looks 
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bwlc tt tlie ch^riotaw, wbiU he movea forward in tho 
same diieotfon as the boraea. Tie figure drawn hy Carrey 
has been generally reoognised ia tho tor» in the Maseum 
which has lost the head and lower limbs sinoe Carrey’s 
time, and ii pitiably the same torso wbloh Dalton repre* 
sents lying on the bad of the pediment.

and a portion of the oblamys evidently passed round tbla 
arm, and was probably twisted round it, a fashion of 
drapery cbaraoterlstio ^ Hennes. Among the fragments 
of the Parthenon at Atheus is a amallpieoe of the left 
should^ of this figure, a oast of which has been adjnated 
to the marble in the Museum. The remains of the left 
thigh shew that the left leg was advsncod as in Carrey’s 
drawing. The fragments deioribod below, Kos. 83d, $, 
and 8fid, 7^, may belong to this figure.

The sgis, folded like o 
narrow hand, paaeee obliquely aoroea the hoeeu between 
the bmeta, and hoe extended from the right ahonlder 
round the left side, and probably aorosa the huk. It la 
sMlIopad on its lower edge, and at the points boles are 
pistol ibr the attaohment of sorpeuts of metal. In the 
oontre of the cgis is another h^, in whioh a oircnlar 
ohjooi six inohos in diameter, doubtless a Gorgoneion. 
has boen fixed. Carrey’s drawing shows the base of 
the neok, which was broken off before the ^me of X/ord 
Elgin. It bos boen recognised among the fragments 
on the Acropolis, and a oast of it is now adjusted to the 
marble. It is erldent &om this that the bead of the 
goddose was turned towards her antagonist.

Though wo know from Paoaoniee that the etvifohotwoon 
Atbos6 and roeeidoa for tho aoil of Attica wa« tJko aubjoot 
of tho woetaru podimout, Uio oxuot action rojkroeectod by 
tho ceatral group oaunot bo dotormlRoJ. Must writors 
sopjioeo that the oombatacts have prodaced their rcepco- 
tiTe tokecB, and that the etrife ia juet deoidod. Among 
the ftagmecta found on the Aor^)olia were three which 
are oerUinly parte of an olive>trea (Uichaeiis, pi. 6, 
fig, 15). The Bcale of theee fragmeats, casta of which are 
exhibited (eee below, Kca. $39, i5~tT), would be aaitahle 
for a tree placed in the centre of the pediment between 
tbe two contendiDg deities. If tb«e fragments belong to 
the Parthenon (of which there is no positive proof), it 
aeeme natural to snppoee that Atheni is repreaentod as 
having prodnoad her olive, whiob stood in the centre of 
the pe^mest, and wm ‘fixed in % reotaognlar aooket, well 
adapted to enpport it (Bauer, AthaniKAfl MitiMUinfftn, 
xvi., pi. 8, p, 72). In this ease the two gods are eeen 
ataiiiag asunder, but locking iawarde, after the deoieive 
noaent. The salt spring prodnoed by the trident of 
Poseidon may alio have hed a place in the oompoiition, 
thfiogh no trace of it is to be found either among the 
fragments or in Oarreyh drawing. 

Tho chief divergent theory ie that of Stephaui, who puh* 
lished 4 vaae*paintiAg representing the contest 
SenAi, 1872, pi. 1 , p. 5 1 Joww. ^ Beilemc Sludut, iii, 
p, 245). In that design Poeeidon and Athene form an 
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aaU^Distic gronp, vbioh ia oompodtioD pr«M&U 
rcMiabUDCO with cmird group ia tho pedlmeDt. 

Tbo dli'Tft'trM u piM&d Letwo«n theia, aai FoMidon 
ooniroK witli bi$ left hand, th« npapriagiBg horse. 
Btephftsi erguu from tbo vAse-paiatiBg that Pheldiee 
made Poeoidon prcMluoe the borie^e veriant tr»ditifm» of 
wbioH there are treoce ia Jate literature—that FoMidoa 
WM repreieateil etrlkiag the groaad with h!i tridiat and 
Athend striking it with her lance tcprodaoe the token i, 
whioh ere ehown, hy entioipetion, in the pediment iteelf. 
It is more likelj that on the 76ee the tokeae heTo been 
prodnood end Poseidon atUoke, while Aihend defeade the 
olive. But neither in the protegoniste nor ia the rest of 
tho design on the veeo ie there thet close correspondoac^ 
ia tjpo end action which would justify the ooeclueloa 
that the Taee-pamt«T copied directly any portion of the 
pedimental composition. On the other hand, considerahle 
portions of the hodies of three horses in addition to those 
represented by oasts in the British Muesuai (No. 341) 
have been disoovered in the ezoavations on the Aoropolie 
(Saner, AMsnMei^ xvi., pL S, p. 78), and 

there can be little doubt that the figure kne^ se 
AmphitriU (0) aoted as the charioteer of Postidon, and 
droTO a pair of h orses whioh ooirespcnded closely to the 
team of Athcnd, and oompletcd the lymmstry of the ooai' 
position Inasmnoh therefore se eaoh deity has a similar 
pair of horsoB, it is impossible to regard those of Fceeidon 
as Lis dwtiMtive token in the combat. 

If we assnme that this ssoend pair of horsse was 
attached to tbs chariot of Poseidon, room may be Arnnd

METOPES OF THE PARTHENON. 

The metopee of the Parthenon aro sculpCnred blooks 
which were ineertod in tlie tpaoea, left botwceo 

the coda of the beam* of the roof. These ends wore 
represented by slabs, oalled from the three 

parallel vertical bands ont in then. Koferonoe to toe 
model of toe Perthenon will ahow the rolative portion 
of tho aetopei and triglyphs. 

The Parthenon had originally ainety»two motopee, thirty* 
two of which were on caoh of the long sides, and fourteen 
at eaoh end. Many of those aro now only presorvod in 
the drawings by Onrrey, having boon destroyed in the 
great explosion. Unfortnnatoly, however, Corroy was only 
able to ehetoh the metopes of the south aldo. Forty*one 
metopes stall remain on the temple, bnt are for the most 
pari so decayed through time and weather that there Is 
great difficulty in making out their subject The British 
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Muieuio possesM fiftMO otig^LOAl laetopes brotight from 
Atboiu hj liOrd Etgia.

His equine body is rearing against tho 
Lapitb. who Taialy endeavours to defend hinisolf with hie 
uplifted buckler, while the Centaur sfrihes at biiu with 
his fore feet. The right forcAm of tho Lapith, now 
wanting, has rested cm the giouud. A fragment of his 
right foot still lenuuning on the base of the motopo below 
the left hind leg of the Osnlaur shows that this leg was 
extended nearly at full length, as it is diuwn by Carrey. 
The bonds of both tliese figures and tl»o right arm of tho

If wo suppoee that zxi., whioh repreeonta 
two women atanding by an arohaio statue aa if for eauo* 
tuarj, belongs to the Centahr aeiioa, then twelve metopes 
at each end of the aouth aide, namely, i.-zii., zzi.-zzziii.

I. This metope, the 20th ia the origicU ecrios, ie from the 
castoru half of the south aide of tlie temple. It represents 
a contest hotwoea a Ceiltaur and Xfainth. The Centour, 
rearing, bae raised his anne above his hoed, in order tu 
strike his aviagosist with some ^veapoit, perhaps a branch 
of a tree, nis antagonist thrusts the toes of Itis left f»ot 
against tho equine chest of the Centanr between Ids 
forelegs, and, pressing his left hand agaiust las advoreaiy’s 
right elbow, is trying to force bin beck on his haunclics. 
His right eric, now wanting, has been di^awn back to deal 
a blow; its position is marked by a 53rojoction on the 
ground of the relief. A oblam^'s hangs down nt bis baok. 
From the want of apparent support for the right foot of 
the Lepitb, the aofcion of this figure appears wenk and 
ondeoided. On tho left upper arm are two bolos for tho 
attochmeut of some objeot, perhaps an eud of drapery 
hanging free in front of the hrm. Another hole on tho 
flank of the eqnioe portion of the Centaur, between the 
ribs and haunch, shows where the end of a skin, hanging 
down from the baok. may have been attached. Farts of 
the right hind leg appear to have been attached by metal

lion's skin flying behind him. His right arm, now want* 
ing, must have wielded ths weapon with which he hae 
slain the l*apith. The Lapith lies on his chlamye, his 
head thrown baok, his right leg bent up, his right hand 
lying over his right fiank, his whole fbrm relaxed hj 
death. .Carrey’s drawing givoe the head, left foreleg, 
and greater put of the right arm of the Ceotanr, bnt 
wholly misioterprets the figure of the Lapith.. For

31d. In this metope, the 20th of the original seriee, the 
Centaur le carrying off a Lspith woman. Olaeping hev 
firmly round the wai&t with hu left band, bo h&s raieed 
her from tho grcAiud. Wo see from Oarioj’e drawing 
that his right band, now ^ranting, grasped her riglit arm 
nhova tbe elbow, ro as to make bar efforts to ceenpo of no 
OTail i wltli ber loft band sbo vainly oiidoavonra to looeoii 
bis bold round ber wairtt. Tbe dUordev of hor diupory 
shows the ^olenco of tho strnggie. Her chiton has 
slipped from its attachment on the left ehouldor, leaving 
her left hroest exposed. Over her left arm is the end of 
a mantle, which, passing round her back, and twisted 
over her right arm, floats uneonfined behind the Oentau'. 
Bis head has the pointed ears which aie charactoristic 
of the scmi-hestial type, hut which do not ooonr on tho 
other hoods of Centaurs in these metopes. Coney’s 
drawing gives the head of the female figure, and tho 
right arm end of the Centaur. There aro traces of 
the head and reel moulding on tho margin of this metopo. 
The drapery is beautifally wrought, but the doeign in its 
present condiden seems rather tame.

319. This metope, tho 30th in the series, much susemblcs 
Ko. 31 i, both in oompoeition and in stylo. Tho Lapith hoe 
fhUen with his left leg bent onder him; his left arm 
reets on a stone, which he grasps in his loft hand. His 
right band, whiob is disarmed, presses f^bly against the 
left ride of the Centaur, who with his left hand seises 
hair of his ant^onist. and preset his left forefoot on his 
light thigh, drawing hack his right arm to deal a blow. 
The coontenanoe of the Lapith expresses bodily pain, 
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os if be Uad just beeu half etuoned a blow on the 
Loim}. His bent Imeo does aot yot tcnob the grouzidi 
bnt the aeUon of tba Coataor depri'^ee him of all chance 
of Tocoveritig bla orect posldou. A lion’s skin fioats in 
tho au’ at the bock of tho Ceutaui. A chlainyB bongs 
from the right arm of the Lopith, and poasea behind bia 
back. The treatment of both the heads is a little analere, 
but the bodiee are well mo<lelIed, and the oompoedtion' is 
finely oonoeiTed. There are on this metope eoino remoina 
of the bead and reel monlding on the upper margin.

320. In this metope, the Slet of the original series, the 
Centaur seems to have the adrantage. The Lapitb has, 
with hie right hand, eeized bim by the hair, preeaing his 
right knee on the Centaur’s bi’oost; hie left arm is drawn 
back, and Lae been slightly bent aC the elbow, The 
Centaur, raariiag up, grasps his antagonist by the throat, 
twisting his forelegs round the Lapith’a right 1^, so as 
to paralyse ita action. The poeition of the Centaur is 
obvionsly muoh the sirongei', and the bent left knee of 
the Lapith indicates that he is tottering. We do not 
know what weapon ho held in his hand. The compcaiiion 
in fch>« metope ie very good. In the faces there is the 
same austere character as in Ko. 310. This metope seems 
in the eame state as when drawn by Carrey.

321. In this metope, the 32nd of the original seriee, the 
Oentaur has seised the Lapitb by tbo baofe*of his bead 
with bis left hand, of which a fragment ff'stUl vimble. 
His right arm has been drawn back to deal a blow, 
probably with a spear. The left foreleg passes ronud 
the loins of the Lapith, while the other foreleg has been 
locked ronnd his right thigh. His advereary, firmly 
planted on the ground with Lis right leg adyanced, has 
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diftwB back Mb left &rm to prepare a I 3 I 0 W, prol^ably 
a Bword. Tbo action of bis right ahordder shows that ho 
bos seised tbo Centaur by the hair with his right hand. 
A drawing by Feodor, one of the arciabB employed by 
Lord IBlgin at Athena, ahows that the loft arm and left 
leg of the Lapith,' now wanting, were then perfect, 
and that he may have worn a bionto helniot up to tho date 
when the drawing was made. Tlie diinotion of tho inias' 
ing pcniioiia of the left arm and log ia indicatod by pro* 
jecrions on the ground of tho relief. Tho right arm was 
wanting from the elbow. In Carroy'a drawing, all the 
right arm of tho Ccutanr is given; but his logs wero 
mutilated.

Of the thirty-two metopes whioh originally adorned 
the north aide of the Parthonon, only twolve (i.-iii. and 
xsv.-xxxii. of Michaelis, pi. 4) remain in their original 
position, and three of theso (ii., sxri., zxx.) are so do&cod 
that their subjeots uannot be inado out. the exploeion 
of IS67, twenty metopes (W.-xxili.*) were destroyed, all 
but a few fragments. The subjects of the metopes whioh 
have periabed may hare been the combats of Centaurs 
and Lapitha Miohaelis supposes xxiv., xxv. to' represent 
a Bcono from the taking of Troy. 

322. The only metope from tho north side, of which a 
oast is ezhiUtod in the British Uuseum, is tho last of the 
seriee, at the north*west angle of the temple. It repre- 
sents a dra^^ fexoale figuia seated on a rock, towards 
whom advflRb from the left another draped female 
figure, extending forward her left band muffled in 
drapery. Both figures wear talaric chitons, over which 
fall diploidia and mantles. Tho figure advancing wears 
sandals. The folds of the drapery are very rich and 
abundant. There is a careful drawing of this metope by 
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F&odor io the Britieh Musoum, iakoc whao it waa in & 
con&idambly letter gtUta.

On the woetem froot of the Portbonon ali the fourteen 
metopeei except ri. and remain in poeition ou the 
temploi but tiioir surface has been bo moch iojnreJ» that 
tlteir aubjeots eanuot be made cut. The Wt preeerved 
of theee metopes appear to represent a battle of Greeka 
egainat Amasoue. 

323. Thia ia a caet from tbe first of the metepea of the west 
aide, and repreeenta a figure mounted on a horse, moving 
to the right, with the right hand drawn back aa if mmiog 
a spear, end having a chlamya flying behind. If the 
metepee on tbi^ front represented an Amaaonomachis, 
thia figure may be an Amazon. The aarf&eo is much 
damaged. A drawing by Pars in the British hloaeuin 
makes this a male figure.

THE FRIEZE OF THE PARTHENON. 

The Frieze of the Parthenon is a continnona band of 
Boulptare in low relief, whiob encircled and ctowned tbe 
central chamber or cella of tbe templA together with the 
scoaUer porticoes that immediately adjoined each end of it, 
The frieze ia nearly 5 ft. 4 in. high. The height of the 
relief is somewhat greater at the top than at the bottom. 
At the top tbe height of the relief may he as miich aa 
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2^ iuches^ wiib an atcie^ height of fthotit mch. At tho 
bottom it Tmies betwoou low relief and eboui inch. 
The whole soi^co of (he lelief le thus elightly tilted over 
towards Ihe spectator, in ordev to coinpeneato as far na 
poeeiblo fur the disadvantageoDs coudi lions under which 
the foieze had to be viewed. Tho length of each end of 
the Parthenon friezo was OU ft. in.; the length of each 
long side ws 101 fL 11 in. Tho length of tho ontiin 
f^ioso was thoiefure 522 ft 10 iu. 

Tlio frieze, wLiclt wofl neatly coniplcto Iu tho time cl 
Caixey, snflvrcd grtafly in ihe explosion, i»articulutly 
nbont tho utiddlo of the two long sides. Unfoitnnatoly, 
howovcT, Carroy only niadc cliawinge of the west ond; tho 
east end, oa:copt its eentml slab which hod been taken 
down; about 74 feet in the mutdJo of tho south side: and 
about 78 ft. G in. at the east end of the north side. Stuart 
and Para drew a considorablo amount of the frioze, but not 
much of what has since been entirely lost. The following 
table shows approximately the state of the whole frieze.

These who have held a different riow have 
been the oajlj travellers, such as Cyriae of Aneona. who 
described the snbjeet of tbs friess as ' Athenian viotoiies 
in the timo of Periclee,’ and a few recent anthois.

presentation of a Panbsllsnio assamhly, which Pericles 
tried to collect at Athene without snccoss. Weber and 
Boetticher held that the scene represented is the pro* 
paralion and rehearbol, rather than the procos^n itself.

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Before examining Low Ar tte friew lepresenlfi tLe 
Paaalhonaio prooefisior in detail, it may be well to state 
wiiat focte reeixwtuag tbe festival LaTO Leeu handed ctovm 
to na by endent authors. IM origin was ascribed in 
anli^nity to pre-hieWrio timea Its mylhio founder was 
EriohtboTuos, the son of Eepbaestos and fostei-son of 
AthonJ herself; and the fesUval is said to ha^ boon 
renewed by Thesens when ho united all the Attic domes 
into one dty. The goddess in whoao Lononr it was cole* 
bratod was Atheni I'oliufi, the tutotery deity of the 
Athenian Acropolis, wheio she was ffni»posod to dwoll m 


drawn by tb« wlody. Due cti leBgtt npp^rane* of »Kb yimlhful 
e»TnUy and ef it* laadar pwred tbtl a ii|lit wm Uttar dian tty 
iBOiie.

Tbalr b®oU were la«d wUh 
purple tiocp, art tied abova Ihi ttkla. Their eleah wm white w»th 
dark blue bordor*, and wm ftatened 09 iher br«a*ta with gelJrtbweM*. 
The hm« «»» iH TS^aliaa, and bmthwl the fretdoo of Ihelr aattw 
pldoi. They tried lo apue out tbeir biU and corered iKeo with fa«n,a4 If 
roballieu, y*t subroitled M the wilUf tbe rider*. It neoiid «9 if there 
had hew a rivalry amoBg th* maater* i* adoreiag their bop*» with 
frPBtlita end pbalerwe, ailver or gilded. But, a* a flaah of lightning 
Bake* all elae mm dark, an, whtt the eapUia, Theagenw (the hero of 
the aoval), appear^ all ayea wara lor«d to hio. He alao was moanled. 
wd von anaour, and braadUbad an aiheo epaar, tippad with brooae. 
Ua bad not pat on bia haliiial,'bat nde borebcaded. He wore a purple 
cloak, embr^rrf in gold with a fight of Ceutaure end Uplthti on bia 
brooch wa* an ambw figure of Atbenb, wearing tho Oorgon'i hoad oa her 
braaalpliite. A gialle brea» gaw him fortber grow, apratSing hU hair 
abenl hla nook, and parting tb« ImAj on bU fbrahead, and blewlag the 
end* of bia cloak about tbe back and fianb of hU hone. And tbe horao 
itnlf ecomad coweiona of tha uoeodhig beauty of ita reaet«i>, ae it arcbod 
ill neek, and ptickod np lU tan, and frowaad Ita brows end adnacad 
proudly, girug ready obedience to the rtie, kdenclni on alternate 
ahouldare, lightly aiiiking th« tipo of ila hoofs on the ground, ind attuning 
its paw t« a gCBtla Bolioiw'’ laterealing poswgea of Xenophon deaorila 
home that praooa as they oaght in proc^ow, and also lay down tbe 
doty of the leaden of a prooeeiioa of honeman (Xen- 11 nod 
Bippenit- S). 
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“ Old toDiple,'’ and whefn her vorebip xros usocittad 
witli tb&t of EracbtheuB, who dwelt nodar tba same root 

A soldm& eacfi Geo, equestrian and ^yroiuistlo contests, 
andtbePTTibio dance, were all included in the ceretuonial; 
but ita principal feature was the offering of a new iol>e, 
pcplct, to the Uoddese on her Inrthdsj. The peplos of 
Alheni woe e worea maotla renewed every four years. 
On the gronnd, wbioh is described as dark eiolot and also 
as saffron-colonxed, was interweven the battle of the Gods 
and the Giants, in which Zetis sod Athene were repr^ 
sonted. It was need to drape the rude wooden image of 
AthsnA 

The fesUvol was originally an annual one, but after a 
time it woe oelebiated onoe every font years with more 
splendotir and solemnity. The institution of this greater 
Pauatbenoia is attributed to Pcisistralce. From his time 
(&.C. G60>637; dates the distinction between the Greater 
and the Leaser Panatkienaia. The eons of PeisieQatos 
added a conteei of rhsqwodes reciting the ITomerio poems. 
The festival was further amplified by Pericles, who in¬ 
troduced a mnrical oooteet and himself aoted as 
or jndge- 

Ou ibe biiihday of the Goddess the procession which 
conveyed the peploe to her temple anemhled in the ouler 
Oerameiooe, aud posaed through the lower city round the 
Acropolis, which it ascended through the Fropylmo. 
Daring its paesago through the city the peplos was dis¬ 
played on the mast and yard of a ship, which was drawn 
on rollers. In the procession of Rosalia at Palermo, a 
ship is employed for a similar purpose (Brydono, Tottr, 
Letter xxx.). In this solemn ceremony, the whole body 
of Athenian oicixeae were represented. Among those who 
are particularly mentioned as taking part in the procession 
wme the nohls Athenian maidens, Canephori, who bore 
baskets, lanea, with implements 'and offerings for the 
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Mcn£c« 5 tie Dipti-ophori, wbo atlend«d the Caaephori 
with stools (ilipitToi); the meWik or alien Scaphephori, 
whose ftmctioa it was to carry certom tiays, slajjia?, 
coDtoining cakes and other otferiugs; tJio aged Athi.‘uiaii 
citizeus who bore olive breuchee, and were henoe called 
Ihalluphca-L It has also recently been ascortainod that 
the selected intudeua who prepared the poplos (the Ergas- 
tinae» and perhaps the Airhephori) also took port ju tho 
Panatheoaic pi'OOCBaioii- An Attio ilceiDO of 08 luc. records 
that those maidens had porfonnod all thoirdutic'*,andhad 
walked m tho procesHion in tho luauuer oi'daiucd with the 
ntasMt beauty and gi'aco xujru tu ir/ifitrrmiy- 

ft€va <BC 51*4 ■;[cbUu^}Ta xai «5o5fsj^ui'<[aT«rft3)i tuwl hod aub- 
soribed for a ailvot cup which they wished to doilicalo 
to AlLcei. After this preamble tho decree doubtless 
awarded certaiu public honours such as aro cn*ainoi*atcd 
in an inscriptiou found by Mr. Murray at retwortlu 
(JuH, de Cm. SeXlaii^M, suL, ^ 169; Mheawhe MiOheiU 
Hugcu. 7iU.. p. 57.) At the Greater Pauathcuoia each 
town in winch land had been assigned to Athenian settlers 
contributed animals to the sacriiice, p«iha]< a cow and 
two sheep. The colonies also appear to have sent envoya 
who had charge of tho victim a. Chariots and hw'soiucu 
took on important part in tho proccisuon. On thia occasion 
appeared certain quadriga, which were only used in pro* 
cea&ioa, aud wero hence called pompio chaiiota; and an 
ocort of Athenian carelry and heavy uifantry completed 
the ahow. Tho arrangemeuta for tbo sacrifice were under 
the direction of the hiei’opoid, and tho inultitndiuous pro* 
cession was maishalled nnd kept in onlor by tho demaroba, 
the hipparohs, and by tho JiSTalds of a particulav geus, the 
Euneid^. 

■When, with a knowledge of these foots, wo examine the 
oompesition of the frieze, we may ro<»gnise in its design 
the main featuree of fbo actual preoessiou. In our de- 
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scription wo b^in wilh No. 3, oil th& loft of tho oast side. 
Wo first olooiA-o Canepliori and othare loading the pi-o- 
ccsaion of whiisU the main jjait is seen on tlia aonth »de. 
Next aro jievsoDs, poi’liaj* Hioi'opoioi or uj&gistrates le- 
oeiWog this procession- In the oontro of tJiis side a 
eolomn net (commonly supposed to be the delivery of the 
peplofi) ie being i>erfm'mod in tbe preeoaoe of an assombly 
of deitioe, eoparated into two gitmps iulorjoclod amenjg 
the beads of tbe procession vrbo liavo nnived and stand 
waiting. Those dcitioe are supposed to be invisildo, and 
doubtlcjw io a picture they would have beon placed iu the 
Iiackgrouiid, Beatod in a semioitcio and looking inwards. 
In tlio narrow apaoo of a fiicao a combined aiTangenent 
WHS ncocfflaiy> snob as we aoe bore. Nest wo soo Ibe 
pjoieous rocoiving tim piooeasion on the iiortb side^ and 
then at tbe head of that pinccsaion am Cauopbori, 
victims with tboir attendauta. Scaphephcoi, Siroudophovl, 
niumdaas, pompio chariots and civaiiy. After going 
down the north aide, meeting the procession, we pass 
along the west «de, whoiH it is sUU » atato of pre¬ 
paration foi' dopartoie. Wo then pnwno the otbor main 
stream along the semtb siOo of the Temple passing the 
<avahy, chaiiots and Tictimo. All throngh (bo fness 
nre magistiates and heralds niarsbaUiug the order of tb© 
pi-ocossiot). It has been objected that many foatnros 
which wo knew to have formed a port of the original 
cewmony, os, for insUnce, the ship on which the peplos 
vma borne, aro not found on tbs frioie; but Tboidias would 
only select for liis couipoeitioo auob details from tbe actual 
procession as he considered suitable for ropreaent&tion In 
sculpture, working, as bo here did, under certain archi- 
tcctonio oondltious.

A half of the procewon begins, When comploto the slab 
contai:^ fi^e maiden?, each probably carrying a circular 
‘ bowl, with a boas in tho centre (^oXi? d^aXvr^) i portions 
now remain of fonr alone; oomparo howoTor No. $46, f- 
They are draped in long chiton and mantle. [Two casts 
of the slab are exhibited, side by side, in order to represent 
the missing portion.] 

6-10. Fire maidens carry each a win© jug, euppoeed to bo of III. 
gold or silver, Several such vessels occur in (he Treasure 
lists cf the Parthenon. No. 6 wears a chiton with diplot 
dlon; Kos. 7-10 have a chiton and maude. 

In front of theee are four maidens, walking in pairs. 

Nos, 12 and 14 eaob carry in the right hand an object 
not unlike the stand cf an ancient candelabrum, which 
tapers upwards from its base. This object is more dis¬ 
tinctly f^own on the marble bet'preen Nos. 11 and 13, 
than between Noi. 18 and 14. It is encircled by a double 
torus mcmldiug at the top, and above this moulding a 
hule is piei'ced in the marble, as if there was here a ring 
for suspensioh or to serre as a handle. It Is probable 
that these are metallic objects of some kind, which, like 
the censer carried by No. 66 on the oppowts side of tho 
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eastern Ihdse, were part of tba saorad fnrcitoro UBed in 
tlie fatav^ and usually kept in the TreasuTy of Athene. 
Mlohaalis anggeats that they may be the stands, 
in which toruod the ends of the spits used in ixuisting the 
aaorifice. Thiy would szpicdn the ring at the top. 

15, It>. A pair of maidene wiih empty bands loads tho pro* 
cession. ITos. 11-10 are all dreoed alike, in long chiton, 
with diploidioQ, together with a small maatlo. They cdso 
appear to ha'ee the hair similarly dressed. It falls in a 
mass on the shoulders, as in tbe Caryatid of the Erech* 
tboiuQ (No. 407). 

17 Id ^nt of the prooeesion is a man, probably one of the 
marshals, who seems to approach a gronp of five persons, 
and to liold out his hand as if with a gesture of greeting 
18. to the neavest of the gronp. This figure is turned towards ! 
the marshal, and leans heavily on his staff which is seen 
below bis knese. The rnsrhle fregment with ports of the ' 
feet of Kos. 10 and 17 was oeg^nired fkom the coUeotion oCo^f 
M. SteinhSuser, The lower part of No^l8 is east from a 
fragment at Athens. 

1 0-22. On tne left of the next aleb are four men of the semelV* 
oharaoteras Ko. 18. They all wear himation arndhopti. . 
They conTerse in pairs and stand In easy attitudes, 
leaning on their staffs. There is a corresponding group 
of four male figures (Nos. 4?-4o) on slab vi., and 
hlicbselis supposes that the group of five figoros (Nos. 
l$-22) and the opposite group (Nos. 42-45) of four 
figures repiceent the nine Arohons. That they are 
ftmotionaiies of high issk can hardly be doubted, whan 
wo consider their privileged place between the head of 
the procession on each side and the seated divioities, hnt 
they might well be Athlotbetae, who controlled all the 
aiTangements (Aristotle, ’A^- »oX. ed. Eenyon. 60). 

23-40. The central porUon of the eastern fii«e now to be 
described has been the subject of much controversy.

Though by the 
principle hnown ea Isolicphalism tho heads b a JoHof a" I 
nauoDy nearly on a level, this marked aifferonco of «telo 
Cfto haivlly fiul to indicate divine rank j comi'are tho friew * 
of the Thosoion (Ko. 404). There is, hotvovor, a uido i 
(Uvergeaico of opinion'as to tlw pariionlar Oiviii.tios hem 
repi<ecriti>I. Fn>ni tlie dcsfniction of mortof tho fw'CK 
oud tho abaonco of at tributes or other iiidkittionH hy 
whioli tho figures can bo Bevoinlly iaeutified, it is very 
difBoult to judge between tho rival schotoos of interpre¬ 
tation whieli have been proposed. In Micbaelis’ Par- 
lUnm, pp. 263, 2C3. a tabular view is given of these 
Botsmee (Gi. Quid$ lo the Slffin Boom, 1., Table C). TUo 
ftttribntiona inuposod by Miohociia himself are for the 
most part adopted here, with certain ehanges BUggoslcd 
by Floach in his memoir; 2«m Partheuon/ria CWuwbiirg, 
1877) 

Tho intwprotations proposed by those who hold that 
the eoated figures are deities, are of two kinds, Most 
wrltero have tried to identify some at least of the figures 
iritli peraoMgcB who were worahipped near the Acropolis, 
or connected with the mythological history of Athona 
By this syatom, doitios of lower rank such as tho Dioaonri, 
or Woes like Triptoleinos are admitted, on the friero, to 
the company of the Olympian Qode. Petersen and PlMch, 
on the other hand, argue that the twelve Olymiuan 
deities are represented in the two groups, without regard 
to local oousiderations. HesKa alone is omitted, who 
always steys in Olympos to keep the hearth- (Plato, 
PAoedr., 247«). Potersen eubetitutes Peitbo for Hestia; 
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he also iatrodaccs DiooysM (24), rooking No. 38 ApcUo. 
Aitemid ia thna cxoloded from Ills scheme. TIm amjjgd> 
isant of FlaacL is happier, as Heat)* alone ia esdu^ad of 
tho Olympian diTiuitica. The attributioua proposed hy 
Michaelia, Peterton, and Flaach are ai follo^r. -whore they 
differ between thornaeiTfi*

It is riow gone* IV- 
rally agreed -that the youthful olaetie figure to tho left is 
Horiues, of whom the high hooU. and the potaeos 8i)r«ad 
on bia knoea are specially characteristic. Hi* right 
hand is piorosd ead has hold a laotalUc ohjoct, probably 
tho berald’a staff, cadocena. The dj apery is a aniall j 
ehlemys fastened by a brooch, hut at present wota about 
tho loins. The more robust figure loavlrtg on hia shoulder' 
24. (No. 24), bns hia body iurood in a direction contiury 
to tliat of Hermes, and tl )0 singulai' manner iu which bis 
lower limbs are so ai-rangod as to edasp between them tho 
26. knees of tho sooted goddess (No. 25) seotos to indicate 
some intimate and special relation between them. The 
goddess holds n tw eb, the usual attribute of Demcter, 
and Mlchaolis a^ in the group (Noa. 2^20) the tried of 
Pionysos, DeWter, and Triptolemos, Flasch recogoisea 
Apollo and Awemis in Nos. 24,25, on the ground of their 
intimate relat^nship. If we adopt this interpretation of 
20. this group, it follows that the youthful figure (No. 26) 
cannot bo Triptolemos. We must r ather look for an 
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324. Oli-inpiaa deity in Ibie figure, &od the eu^wtion that it 
i^reeenls Area, -wbich has fonni favour with soveral 
ioterprotops of this frieae, seems liable only to one 
ohjeotioB, that the form appears Wo slight and yonth- 
fol. The Bomewhat negligent attitudo is that of a 
person tired of sitting on a seat without a back, and 
olaaping his knee with his hands, M inliero tbo epiuo of 
the wmght of the head and shtmldors. Flasch alsurdly 
describes the attitude se that of a pnssionato chavaefor, 
forcibly restraining Jnmsolf, 

27-20, Tho bcordod fignro (Ko. 20) on tho left of tlio conlroj V. 
group is distinguished from the rest by the form and 
ornaments of hie chair, which has a back and a side rail 
which is supported by a Sphinx, while all the other figures 
016 seated on stools. It has been generaUy admitted tUt 
this deity is Zeus. It is therefore rsaaoneblo to suppose 
that the goddess seated next W him (No, 28) is hSs consort, 
Hera. The type and aeMon of this figme who inises 
lier veil, and looks towards Zens, are very suitable to her, 

The'winged oaidenly figuia (No, 27) standing behind 
Hera must be either Niki or Iris, and is probably Iris, 
whose fltaUon is close to Hera, while Nikd is usually more 
closely associated with Zeus (Murray, Clot*. J?«. iii., p. 285). 
The head of Iris which was discovered in 1880 in the 
excavarions on the Acropolis is admirably perfect, The 
left hand raises a maes of the hair as if to coil it on 
the head (Tlate vi., fig. 1). 

The slab W which the head belongs was romovod from 
its origiusl poeiUon at some early time, probably at tho 
conversion of the Parthenon iuW a church, when an apse 
was built at the eastern end, In 167S it stood on tho 
ground (cf. Michaelis, pp. 47, 258), and the faces seem 
to have suScred deliberate mutilation. 

The exquisite preservation of the head of Iris is ex¬ 
plained if, as is suggested, it was broken off in the sixth 
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ttntory, sad immediaUlf Iniilt into a B^sstine wall 
(Waldatain, Anmican Jovrn. of Archm^y, ▼. pi. S, p. 1). 

30^4. Between the group cf Gods just d<«ciibed &nd tbo 
consspocdiag group oa ilia right sidd of tha caatre, wa 
ba-^a a group of dra figarae. 

We must aupposa that tLaaa figuiue are in front of tba 
two groupa of Gods who eli m a contiauoue Bamiclrolo.

Ko. 30 ia a maiden bolding an uncertain object, perbaps 
a CMlcet ia her left band, and supporting on bar bead a 



scat (Ji*4}pos) oovarad witb a eaabloo. not nnlika tbo saata 
on wbiob the Gods are, hut smaller. Sba baa a email pad 
(rvAdf) on bar bead to make the w«gbt eaeior to bear. 
The legs of the seat are now wan lug, but a riTathole 
near tbe maiden’s right elbow ehowa where one lag was 
attached. Tbe other map bave been painted on tbe 
gronnd of tbe feieM, The out (fig. 10), ebowing one of 
tbe ^avae of Cepbens carTping a stool with a ousbion, is 
taken from a Tsee in tba Britiab Musenm. Ko. £3. 183. 

Ko. 31 is another maiden, advancing slowly to tbe right.

On eaob of these stools is a ciicnlar object, iirobably a thick 
ctuhion. Those t^o Aguroe hare besa oallcd Arrhephori, or 
Ereephori, on the assomption that they ai*e oari^iag those 
myetio ohjeotH, tbo aatnro of which it -was foibiddcn to 
divulge; bat it is doubtfal whether the Anheplioii btok f 
pari ia the TaQAthenaio feetiTal. There isovidoscc thtvt tlto * 
pricstoes of Athoo^ hnd two attondimta, of whom ono was 
Willed KotffW’ (Adonicr),*aDd the other T(>a9t^9^opc<; (Tftblo- 
l)Mrer,Harpoci'etion),or Tpa*i{« (fleeychitie ojaeiidod), and 
it bee been suggested that Nos. 30,31 may ha'ro thoeo iitloe. 
end a correspondiQg ritual eignihcaaoo. ttfoitber figuro. 
howevor, carries a table. (Uiss Hariisoa, Clw> iii., 

' p, 378; of. ihtd., p. 42S ; and Waldstoia, /oam. cf 
S{HdU$, XI., p. 143). The same names were proposed by 
C. 0. Mt^Her in 1820, but merely on the sopposiUon iliat 
two of tbo Ersephori wore thus stylod. (MUller, JUVnertiae 
Pciiadit Sacra, p. 15.) On the other hcuid, Eiphrophoii aro 
mentioned by eeveiTd anoient authors as being iu etton- 
danoe on the noble Athenian maidens. They were the 
daughters of alioua, and perhaps inferior rank ss well as 


youth is indicated by the scale on which they are repre> X 
seated. Ko. 81 is confronted by a lajge and matrcmly 
woman (Ko. 82 ), who raises her right hand to the under 
side of the .ohair. Ai'chEeologists havo been uncertain 
whether the woman (Ko. 32) has just placed the chairs 
on the heads of the taaidene, or is jnet about to remove 
them. There can be little doubt, however, that No. 31, 
if we consider the position of her feet, has hardly oeaeed 
approaching to No. 32, who is just raising her hands .to 
iih down chair (of. Flasoh, Zun Parth^tiof/rUt, p. 83). 
The left hand instinotiTely prerents the himatlon being 
displaoed by tbe raising of the right arm.

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An elderly bearded maa (Ko. SS), weariag 4 loag cbitou 
r/ith short eloo^ca and ahoee, at^ide next to No. 32. Oo 
his head are tiaoea of metAllio mat. He therefore may 
ha^e won a metaUio wreath, for which the luarhle at the 
hack of hie head appears to hate been hollowed. He 
toi-na hie back to No. 32, and ie oagaged wth a boy. 
The two figerea between them auppott a la^e piece of 
cloth, folded once lengthwiae, and twice breadthwiae. In 
this case also archscologlste have been docbtfnl which is 
the glrcr and which is the receiver of the cloth; but 
the action repreeentod is not one either of giving or 
rooeiviag, Shorn tbo pecnliar way in which the boy 
gripe an angle of the folded cloth between his elbow and 
his ride, while hU hands otherwise occupied, the eot of 
folding the cloth SfLuare seems to be represented. The 
portion nearest to the epeettftor is being dropped down 
tlU its edges are parallel with those of the lower part, so 
that the two parts should be exactly doubled. 

The group of figure# just described (30-94) contains 
the centre the eempemtion, and the interpretation of 
the frieze as a whole depends on (he meaning we attach to 
this group. Leaving on one side the writers referred to 
on p. 147, who hold that the frieze doee not represent 
the Panathanaio festival, we find that a m^orityof writers 
describes No. 83 as a Priestess of Atheni, giving the sacred 
Teasels to the Arrhsphori or Ersephori, and No, 38 as a 
priest or Arohon Basilsns receiving or giving the sacred 
peploa of Athens. This view of Nos. 30-32 was neces¬ 
sarily abandoned, when it had been peroeived that the 
objects held by the msidens are chalis, not boskets. As 
regards Noe. 33, 34, the main a^ments for interpreting 
the cloth as the peplos are, that the accounts of the pro- 
oeseion preserved in ancient authors show that the 
conveyance of the peplos of Atheni was the prinoipal 
feature in it. If we look to the place assigned to this 
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324. gronp in tie oaetem friea©, we find that thaw two figores 
(Nos, 53, 84) stand in the ceotre of tho eastorn fi'oat, 
onder the apex of the pediment, and ovtr the eaatem door 
yf tile wi le They therefore oocnpy the inoeb oonspicaoue 
place in the friesei from the poinie of view alike of the 
scalptnrod Gods and of the Luoian epeotaior, and accord¬ 
ingly may well he auppoeed to bo busy with the chief 
coreiaony of the featival. This Tiew ia cppceed by Flaeoh. 
He orguoe that if the doliyory of the poplos is rcjirc- 
seated, thoro is a yiolatiou of the unity of lieno, as tl»e act 
which vrae tho main motive of the procoaaion w b^g 
completed, while tho proceasioo. is still in progress, and in 
port has not yet started. Flaaeh thcsrofoi'o holds ihut wo 
have here the prieet and priestess propariug for tho 
sacrifloe that is to take pUoe on the amvol of tho pro- 

I cession. Tho priesteee is receiving ohaiin for herself and 
for the piiesl from the Diphrophori, Meanwhile the 
priest, who now only wears a long chiton, with short 
sleeves, has taken off his himatlon, and, after folding it 
several times, is seen giving it to an attendant to hold. 

If, however, the action repreaentod is merely that of 
folding, and is not yet completed, it is impossible to dotor- 
mine whioh is the giver and which tho receiver. Nov 
would the diffionlty be solved if this oonld be asoertaiDsO, 
as we do not know what ceremonies were performed when 
the peplos arrived. The surface of the cloth on the fticso 
is left ^uito plain; hut, if it is the peplos, some indication 
of the embroidered design may have been given in oolonr. 
95 , We now reach the second group of deities, seated to the 
right of the central scene. The first figure is clearly that 
of Atiien^- She sits in a position corresponding to that of 
Zeus, and the Qoddese of Athena is thus put in the same 
rank as the supreme Clod. AthenI is dressed in a chiton 
with diploidion and haa,^Mt_hs^ An indistinct object 
about her left wrist has been supposed to be a snake from 
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{riDgo of iho of Atlionfe, or by sotae ^vriUn to 
b« tb« s&ake of Hyg^dia. Bat tbe object sooms merely to 
be a tffsoclet in tbe form of a snake, wKiob is not 
nneomnon, and there ia therefore no indication of an 
aegis. Four rivet holes in a straight line show that 
Athene held some attribute, probably s spoat in her right 
band. 

86. 17ent to Athond is an elderly bearded figure, who torns 
his heed towards her. He has a knotted staff under bis 
right arm, and leans upon it heavily, This figore is 
nsnally known as Eepboestos. It is supposed that bis 
lomeuess may be indioatod by the awkward poee of hie 
right foot, eud by the staff on which he leans. 

37. This slab, containing figuros Nos. S7'^7, now in a very 
fragmentary ooudltiou, was coiapleto when drawn by 
Carrey, in 1874. A boarded male figure (No. S7) with his 
left hand raised is piobekly resaidon. The left hand, 
accordbg to Flasoh, once held a trident, The cent 

38, figure (No. 38), beardless and youthful, and eaated in an 
easy stdtnde, has of late years gone by the names of 
Apollo Fstroba or Pionysos. The latter title seems beet 
enited to the somewhat effeminate figore, more fully 
draped than any other of the Gods, A series of holes 
ronnd the heed shows the position of a bronze wreath, end 
cue at the elbow shows that the left hand may hare been 
supported by a ihyrsos or soeptre, 

30. A matronly figure (No. 89) is seated next to Bionysoa, 
wearing a chiton, whioh is slipping off from the left 
shoulder, bimation, oap and sandals. This figure is 
called Pel the by Michaelis and Petersen, on the groend 
that the worship of Feitbo was assodatsd with that of 
Aphroditb Pandeaos (No. 40) on the south aide of the 
Acropolis. Flasoh with more probability makes this 
goddess Pemeter, arguing that Peitho was not entitled to 
a place among the groat Gods of Olympoe, while Pemeter 
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324 is appropii»tclj ph«d Iwtween rionyeofl and Apbroditi. 
Plaflch fiiiggeats that the right hand inaxharo held aa 
car of coi-a. A hole ehowa that tlio object ia queatioa 
wae mado of bmaro. 

40. The aext figaro (Ko. 40) eocit of which ia only pro* 
eorvcd in Carrey’s drawing (Fig- U), is unumtakably 
ahown to he A^rodilc, by tbe winged hoy Eros who 
stands at her knee. Apbitditw wears a chiton, himation, 
f» cap, and to judge from CaiToy’a drawing a veil yho 
rests her left hand on the sbculder of Eros, extending

325 At the head of the procaeslon on the north side we 
moot a troop of cows and sheep, led by an escort. !Eaoh 
cow is led by cords hold by two youths, one on each sldo; 

There axe some groonds 
for the conjeoiure that the Athenian oolonists oontriboted 
fq»<»b a cow and two sheep to the festival, while the 
Athemans are not known to have sacrificed anything 
except cows. It is therefore prsenmed that the victims 
on this ride of the friese, on which alone sheep are repre¬ 
sented, are some of the colonial offerings; and in that case 
the men by whom the viotlms are conducted would be the 
TheoH eout by the Colonies. 

Slab L (soe Plate rii.) wee complete in the tnne of 1.

At the aide of tlie horeee ia a marahal (Ho, 4d)i who tui&f 
towards the ohanet following on the right. Carrey's 
drawing sijjipliee the upper part of this figure, and ahowa 
that ha was holding up with his loft hand the end of his 
mantle, apparontly as a signal to the advancing prooosaion. 
lu fig. 12 , slab xix. has beon drawn in jnxlaposiUon with 
the hithorto unplaced fragment Ho. S4d, iS. This slab 
was divooverod in lfi34. 

Sleb XX. is now lost, but a horso’a head now at Athens XX. 
(Ho. 34fi, J5; Uichaelifl, pi. 12, xx.) may per haps bolcng 
to it. 

Slab zai. oonUini the hodiea and hind (tuartovs of tbe XXL 
honoe drawing the chariot seen on slab xxii. Between 
the charioteer (Ko. 4S) and his horse is a ibaginont. 
showing the front of the chariot, and the tails of the 
horsas, ofwhioh ths original ia at Athens, and which is 
not fignred in Michaelie. 

D. On the left of slab xxii. is a chariot with the charioteer XXll. 
(Ho. 4S) and apobatse (Ho. 40) who is stepping into ths 
ebariot. On ths right of this slab is an attendant 
(Ho. 60) standing at the heads of tbs horses of the last 
chariot group. Tbe lower ibagments of this slab are at 
Athens. The left-hand upper comer, which wm wanting 
in the ttme of Stnort, was brought home by Loi'd BIpn. 

The nppor fragment next to it, was ones in the posseeslon 
of ihe ScHMSty of DUetlanti, and was presented by that 
body. It had probably been brought from Athens by 
Chandler.

64-.lft0, rroju this poiut to tlio north*west ouglo of lJi« friuso 
wo have a oontiaaous prooossien of AtUeuian cavalry. 
Ihe horMwon advanoo in. a loose throng, in ^vbioh no 
clivision into ranks or trooi«, nor indeed uuy wtdod order, 
can be made out. The groups, being vorj' orowded, aio 
earned on fMH slab to slab oontiauouily. eo that tlie 
vortical lines of the joints iutwsaet the figures, while on 
the western frioss, on the ooatrary, the groups, bmng 
Doro soattoied, are always oompleMd on single slabs. 
Tho gsnersl ofTeet of a body of bors* in rapid movoment 
is admirably rendered in the coaposition of the northern 
frieze, and is psrtioularly fine in slabs xxx.-xlii., in 
which the effect has not beon maiTod by mutilstlou. 
Though the entire oompowUon is pewadsd by tUo same 
general motion, a vondeiful fertillly of invention is 
shown iu the arrangemeat of the snooesaive groups. In 
the one Luudi'Od and ^veuty-fivo mounted figures in this 
oavsloade we do not find one aioglo monotonous repetition. 

Though the horses bound along with a fiery iupationoe, 
wbioh seems at every moment ready to break loose from 
all contix^l, these irregular movomeuts never disturb the 
even hand and well*assared seat of the riders. Thus, as 
the cavalcade dashes along like a torrent, a rhythmioal 
effect is produced by the oontrast of the iuipstao;iB horsea 
and their oalro, steadfast riders.

Two riders wear a cuirass, vis, Nqs^ 0 2, 02. Tbs jaios 
and biidlai wore ia noaily sysryTaatanoe of hronse, 
marked by rivet holes behind the horse's ear, at his 
month and ia the rldei*s hands. Uarble reios are seen 
in the right bands of Noa. 98,103, 

Slab xxiT. is abown, es has been thnady stated, to have XXIV.

The figment (in slab xxzii.) oontainuig the head of XXXII. 
75. No. 76 end the hoTse^a heed, having been diBOovered in 
1860 in the eollMtlon of 8onli>(urefl at Uarbarj Hall in 
Cheshire, waa ^reaented to the iluseum in 1860 by J. H. 

Smith Barry, the owner of that oollecdon. A smaU 
fragment, oaaC from the original at Athene, and added to 
elab xxxiv., ia not engm^ed by Miobaella. 

The fragment (in slab zzxs.) wl^oh oontaina the hoad XXXV. 
86' of No. 85 and of a horee, after having been in the 
poueeeioD of the Society of Dilettanti, pasted from that 
body to the Royal Aoademy, by whom it waa preaented 
to the British hCussum in 1817. 

The fragment (in slabxzxTii) oontainiog the head of XXXYII. 
80. Ko. 80 and a horae's head, of whloh a plaster oaat la 
adjuated to tha marble, li now at Athena 
07. The head of Ko. 07. on slab xxxix. was fomerly in the XXXIX. 
FonrtaUs CoUeotion, at the sale of which in 1865 it was 
purohised for the British Uuseua. and inserted in its 
place on the friete. 

On the last elab of the nerth aide, tbe prooealon ie etill XLII. 
in a state of preparation, so that this slab prepam a 
transition to the west side.

Tboro is a curious inequality in the depths of tho relief 
in this part of the friese* Slabs xzxix., zl. are worked 
more in the round than the remaining groups with cattle* 
100,101* The fkivgment with the two heads, Kos* 100 and 301, 
may be, as Atichaolis suggests, a part of the oorner slab 
102, xliv., the two parts at prcseoC numbered as 101, 102 
being different parti of the same figure* The positions 
of the head and the foot appear to agree.

Costs of all sock 
fra^enta. so fur at tboy oould bo obtaluod, are now in 
tbo BrilisU Hnaeum. As far as possible tho fragments 
have boon adjitstsd in tboir oorroot positions on tJio 
sonlpturos, and bavo boon described iu their rospootivo 
places in this Catalogue* Of tho inraalndor all tho 
original inarblo ftngnonU, and 1ho moat intoinsting of 
tbo oasts, arc exhibltsd In tbe Elgin Boom, and are 
deeoribod below.

The 
sockets of tbe eyes are hollow, and must have once 
contained eyes ooaposed of ivory, preoioQS stones, or 
enamel. C^a ivory eye, whioh must have belonged to 
a colossal statue, was found in ilio temple of Athond. at 
iBginSi and is engraved in Cookeinll, Traiyies at JE^na 
and Ba$m, pi. 12, iBg. 4 Of. also ArcA ^meufir, 1899, 
p, 102). The surface of the marble is highly polished, 
and tractt of ted colour have been remarked in the hair. 
The book of the head is worked in a peculiar way, to 
a plane surfsoe, such as might bo required if this was 
a head from a pediment, on account of the cornioe 
above. The hard, conventional style, however, is not in

correspond» but there ere no other grounds for tbe attri* 
bution.
